England status. This can provide quite 
a lot of funding. If that money became 
available again we feel we have the 
potential to be successful because peo¬ 
ple are really into cycling here and we 
are beginning to get the infrastructure 
in place. We want to make cycling an 
easy choice for people.” 

Ashford council recently gave the go 
ahead for the Willesbourough Dykes 
cycle route which would connect the 
Designer Outlet to Park Farm, 
although funding for such projects is 
increasingly uncertain under the new 
Government keen to cut costs. 

Two projects one linking Park Farm 
and Christ Church School and anoth¬ 
er in Tenterden have recently been 


put on hold by Kent County Council. 

However, Kent Highways cycling 
strategy for Ashford hopes for a five 
per cent increase in the number of 
people cycling to work by 2015. 

One man hoping cycling has a 
bright future is pensioner John 
Reeves. He is promoting electric- 
assisted bikes. 

He said: “I have used one for the 
past three years. It is a joy to use 
Ashford’s 28 miles of traffic free cycle 
paths through the heart of town.” 

Mr Reeves is trying to encourage 
staff and visitors to the William 
Harvey Hospital to join the 
Government’s Cycle to Work scheme. 
The idea offers tax breaks to get more 
people to cycle to work. 

He said: “There is a fantastic future

WORK has begun on a new 
road designed to transform 
the town centre and attract 
developers. 

Victoria Way is expected to take 
pressure off the ring road by giving 
drivers another route to A28 and 
Great Chart from the station. 

But Judith Armitt managing direc¬ 
tor of Ashford’s Future says the 
scheme is intended to be more than 
just a relief road. 

She said: “It is also about opening 
up brownfield land south of the rail¬ 
way line for development. It is in a 
fantastic location where we want to 
see offices and homes. At the moment 
much of the area is land locked. Once 
the road is built I expect to see an 
acceleration of the development.” 

Victoria Way will be a tree-lined 
avenue extending from the existing 
Victoria Road. 

Shelter 

The route will include a new Wallis 
Square’ meant as a meeting and 
socialising area that will also slow 
traffic as it passes Victoria Road 
Primary School. 

However, a specially designed shel¬ 
ter for the square has been put on 
hold after councillors complained 
about the design and expensive 
maintenance costs. But Ms Armitt 
said the scheme will not be as costly 
as the shared space stretch of the 
ring road. 

She said: “The street furniture will 
not be as expensive but it will be a 
high-quality design. The wide 
pavements mean you can have 
cafes and restaurants and create a 
lively atmosphere that will attract 
young people.” 

In time the road will form the 
southern boundary to the area of 
new buildings to the south of the rail-

way line. Planners hope 1,300 new 
homes and 1,100 jobs will be created 
there by 2021. 

There are also plans to upgrade the 
footbridge over the railway line into 
what is called the learning link. 

Lib Dem Cllr for the ward Robert 
Packham said: “People are general¬ 
ly pleased about the road. It will 
take congestion away from the town 
centre. 

“The area needs brightening up a 
bit but some people are sad about it 
being called John Wallis Square. 
They would have preferred Victoria 
Square. John Wallis does not mean 
that much to people in the area.” 

Traffic disruption will be minimal; 
as most of the the road will be built 
on undeveloped land. Work is expect¬ 


ed to be finished by March next year. 

The project has secured £16.5 mil¬ 
lion of funding from central govern¬ 
ment. It will be built by contractor 
VolkerFitzpatrick and will be over¬ 
seen by Kent Highways, Ashford’s 
Future and the Homes and 
Communities Agency. 

Alistair Thompson, director of 
VolkerFitzpatrick, said: “This is a 
really exciting project which will 
provide improved public access and 
facilities to residents of the town. 

“In order to do this the my team 
will be working in close proximity to 
shops and residential areas so we 
will ensure that the local community 
is kept up to date with progress of the 
project and any potential disruption 
it may cause.” 


Police to crackdown 
on woodland vandals 

VANDALS have sprayed trees, 
defaced signs and spread litter at 
Dering Woods. 

The damage appears to have hap¬ 
pened between the end of June and 
July 8. 

Neighboughhood officer PCSO 
Paul Moorey said: “Several old oak 
trees, signs and perimeter fencing 
have been damaged by graffiti. 

“The signs will need to be replaced 
and graffiti removed if possible. 
There are also large amounts of lit¬ 
ter left in the wood and a couple of 
campfire sites. 

“The majority of people use this 
wood to walk in and enjoy There 
seems to be a minority who use the 
woods for overnight camping and 
nuisance behaviour causing damage 
to a popular area.” 

PCSO Moorey is now in discussion 
with the Woodland Trust, the chari¬ 
table organisation which manages 
the woodland, to look at ways to pro¬ 
tect the area.

for these machines. I can see 
Ashford becoming another 
Amsterdam or Cambridge, with 
almost everyone contributing to a 
greener environment.”

SHOPPERS in Tenterden couldn’t 
believe their luck last week when 
they suddenly found they could get 
free parking. 

The 57 space freebie came as a result of a 
negotiation breakdown between the owners of 
the car park and Ashford council. 

Until Tuesday the car parking area on 
Recreation Ground Road, behind the town’s 
Waitrose store, was leased to the borough coun¬ 
cil which charged for parking. 

But last week barriers suddenly appeared 
sectioning off an area of the car park, the 
parking meter was removed and a sign put up 
inviting people to park for free. 

Spaces 

One shopper using the car park said: “I could¬ 
n’t believe it. It’s so unusual to get anything for 
free these days.” 

Visitors to Tenterden can now either pay the 
council charge of 80 pence per hour in the coun¬ 
cil part of the car park, or try their luck at grab¬ 
bing one of the free spaces. 

The land is owned by Zetbova Investments 
Ltd, a company run by local property owners 
the Edmonds brothers who also manage and 
own the nearby London Beach Hotel. The fam¬ 
ily includes the former England Test Match 
cricketer Phillipe Edmonds. 


The company has planning permission to 
develop the land. 

The situation has highlighted the cost of 
parking in the town. 

One shop owner who did not wish to be 
named said: “This is the best thing that could 
have happened. People are put off coming to 
Tenterden because of the cost of parking. 
Ashford council have kept putting it up recent¬ 
ly and I seem to get a ticket every week just try¬ 
ing carry out my business.” 

A spokesman for Ashford council said: “The 
council has, until recently, leased the top sec¬ 
tion, which comprises 57 spaces, from Zetbova 


Investments Limited to increase the available 
car parking. 

“However, negotiations to renew the lease for 
the 57 spaces at a financially viable rate have 
not been successful and Ashford Borough 
Council has, at Zetbova Investments solicitor’s 
request, erected barriers between its land and 
that of the landlord and taken the ticket 
machine out of use.” 

Ashford council business manager, Kirsty 
Hogarth, added: ‘We apologise for the incon¬ 
venience caused to our car park customers and 
will continue to try to negotiate the reinstate¬ 
ment of the car parking spaces.”

Drink driver who killed 
two has appeal rejected 


POLICE are hunting a Good 
Samritan who had helped who had 
collapsed in the Ashford town cen¬ 
tre hours before she would become 
a murder victim. 

Susie Beany, 50, was found in 
alley between Christchurch Road 
and Godfrey Road, South Ashford, 
on April 29 this year. 

She had fatal knife wounds and 
died later in hospital. 

But this week police revealed the 
woman, who was found stabbed at 
6.40pm, had received medical 
attention in the town centre earlier 
that day. 

Mrs Beaney, who was also known 
as Susie Smith, had collapsed out¬ 
side the Tufton Street post office at 
around 1.30pm. 

A kind-hearted woman wearing a 
green top had helped her and 
stayed until an ambulance arrived. 

And it is that woman that police 
wish to speak to to piece together 
the events leading up to Mrs 
Beane/s death.

A JAILED drunk driver who killed 
two people and disabled a 12-year-old 
girl for life has had an appeal against 
his sentence rejected. 

Stefan Stanko was given a ten-year 
prison sentence in Januaiy. 

His silver Nissan Primera mount¬ 
ed the pavement in Beaver Road 
last September, ploughing into a 
group of friends who were making 
their way home after a night at the 
International Sports and Social Club 
nearby. 

The 25 year old from Gravesend 
was found to be twice over the drink 
drive limit, hours after the crash 
when he was arrested by police. 

He had drunk a whole bottle of 
whiskey, and cherry brandy, and still 
decided to drive despite friends hid¬ 
ing the car keys and trying to per¬ 
suade him not to. 

He pleaded guilty to two counts of 
causing death by dangerous driving, 
failing to stop after an accident and 
driving with excess alcohol. 

On Wednesday an appeal case was 
heard at the High Court in London in 
front of three top judges. 

They ruled the Slovakian’s jail 
term was neither wrong in princi¬ 
ple, or excessive, and the appeal 
was dismissed.

years if his sentence is reduced for 
good behaviour. 

Friends and relatives of Denise 
Head, 49, and Brian Moon, 67, who 
were killed by Stanko had written a 
petition saying his sentence should 
not be reduced. Rosie Brown was a 
pupil at the Towers School at the 
time of the crash. 

The 12 year old suffered severe 
brain damage and is now in a wheel¬ 
chair and will need continual care 
and support.

Specialist team 
gets to the HART 

of an emergency 


IF KENT is the scene of a terror¬ 
ist attack or suffers major fire, a 
high-tech team based in Ashford 
will be helping to save lives in the 
most dangerous situations. 

The South East Coast Ambulance Service 
NHS Trust has set up what is called a 
Hazardous Area Response Team or HART 

Manager Matthew England said: “The 
team will allow patients who are trapped, or 
in areas previously deemed unsafe for ambu¬ 
lance staff to enter, the opportunity to receive 
clinical care at a much earlier stage than has 
been previously possible. 

“Traditionally, at certain incidents, the 
ambulance service relies on firefighters mak¬ 
ing the scene safe before entering or has to 
wait for fire crews to bring patients to us. 

“Fire crews will of course still perform this 
vital role, but HART clinicians will be able to 
help remove patients from smoke-filled envi¬ 
ronments, for example.” 

The 40-strong team, based at a temporay 
site at Brookfields Industrial Estate, will also 
cover emergencies in Sussex and Surrey. 

They have undergone 10 weeks intensive 
training so they can use specialist vehicles, 
breathing apparatus and gas-tight chemical 
suits. They will also be trained to treat peo¬ 
ple injured at an emergency in a marine 
environment.

Ashford has been chosen as first location 
for the service because it is easy to get to 
other parts of the region from the town. The 
HART team will move to a permanent base 
in Ashford next year. 

The medics have already attended their 
first major incident, when a fire broke out in 
a post office in Staplehurst High Street last 
Wednesday morning and 10 residents had to 
be evacuated. 

Head of emergency preparedness at the 
trust, Andy Parr, said: “The members have 
been working very hard over the past 
months to develop new skills in this new, 
exciting and necessary role. 

“It will mean that ambulance clinicians are 
now able to reach patients at the point where 
care needs to be delivered and to further 
influence the outcome of many of our 
patients.” 

HART is a national initiative funded by the 
Department of Health. 

SECAmb Chief Executive Paul Sutton 
added: 'We are of course already trained and 
experienced in dealing with major incidents. 
However, the introduction of HART 
enhances that experience and capability. 

“It is a valuable addition for the Trust and 
will provide a fantastic service across our 
region.”

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Simple ways to 
save energy and 
cut your bilk 


NEW homes springing up around 
Ashford are designed to cut carbon 
emissions, but householders in 
older homes can play their part. 

I followed Mike Bundy, a surveyor with 
Creative Environmental Networks, employed 
by Ashford’s Future to offer energy-saving 
advice to householders. 

He was visiting residents in Kennington and 
Bybrook, taking advantage of a pilot scheme 
aimed at making more of the town sustainable. 

Modem homes conform to the latest building 
regulations, meaning carbon costs are much 
lower, but in older properties a few simple 
measures can cut consumption considerably. 

We visited Howard Air, 66, who lives in a 
1960s semi-detached bungalow in Bybrook. 

His home showed several areas where he 
could save money. Firstly, the cavity walls had 
not been insulated. Mike estimated that Mr Air 
could save as much as £100 pounds a year on 
his heating for an initial outlay of between £150 
to £200. 

The former teacher and carer was given a free

chimney balloon designed to reduce heat loss 
via his chimney flue, which can be removed 
when he has an open fire in the winter months. 

He also benefited from low-energy light 
bulbs, a bag that saves a litre of water per flush 
in the toilet and a hose trigger to save water 
when watering the garden. 

As a single man with relatively low water 
usage, Mr Bundy said Mr Air would also be 
advised to install a water meter. 

Mr Air, who had lived in the bungalow since 
1984, said: “I think this scheme is brilliant for 
people like me, who may not be aware of the lat¬ 
est things available. Some of us on very low 
incomes may not even be able to afford the 
small amount of outlay even for these simple 
items that can save us money.” 

We then visited Bishnu and Krishna Gharti. 
a Gurkha couple with two children who were 
keen to save money. Since moving to Ashford 
from America in 2008 they have found living 
costs high. Their home was already relatively 
energy efficient; a new condensing boiler had

been fitted and the home was well insulated. 

However, they were pleased with a free meter 
that allowed them to monitor how much elec¬ 
tricity they use and advice about changing 
their electricity tariff. 

The scheme comes to an end this month but 
Ashford’s Future is hoping to extend it to the 
rest of the town if it can get more funding. 

Laurienne Tibbies, Ashford’s Future sustain¬ 
ability manager, said: “This is an easy way to 
improve the existing housing stock and save 
people money. 

“It is open to everyone. You can be an owner 
or tenant. The main thing is to make people 
aware that they can make a difference to cli¬ 
mate change.” 


Police crack down 
on metal thieves 

POLICE spent last Thursday targeting 
scrap metal yards in the area in a 
national crack down on metal thefts. 

Along with trading standards officers 
they conducted road checks around 
scrapyards and handed out forensic 
marking kits. 

Thieves are targeting metal found 
along railway lines and railway infra¬ 
structure, churches, utility sites, hospi¬ 
tals and schools, war memorials and 
building sites. 

There has also been an increase in 
thefts of catalytic converters from cars 
and copper cable.

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What is a Lean Machine? 


A Zero emission bikes cost hardly anything to 
run. The scooters are zero-rated for a road 
license, it’s less than a penny a mile in electric¬ 
ity to run, and there is very little maintenance. 
They don’t produce any noxious gasses at point 
of use. Because they have two wheels instead 
of four they take up less space and cause less 
congestion, so they are lean in several ways. 

Do electric bikes cost more than normal bikes? 


Obviously an electric bike will cost more 
than the equivalent specification of pedal 
cycle because you have got the battery and the 
motor and the electronics to go with it. But you 
are getting a lot more for your money. 

People can buy electric bikes over the inter¬ 
net for £500. Our cheapest is £800, but every¬ 
thing we do carries a warranty. People can 
come to the showroom, they can try the bikes 
and we are here to support them if they need 
parts or any help. Cheaper bikes are available 
but I am not happy with the quality of them. 

It has taken me ages actually to find a bike 
I am happy to sell at £800. But we do a range 
from £800 up to about £2,500. 




| Why did you decide to sell these sorts of bikes? 

I was doing an Open University environ¬ 
mental studies degree and one of my proj¬ 


ects was about personal transport. Speaking 
as a dyed-in-the-wool sports car enthusiast I 
came into it with a healthy cynicism. But, 
while I was doing that, I read an article about 
some electric scooters in a motorsports maga¬ 
zine and thought it would suit my project. 

I wrote to the manufacturer to see if I could 
get some information. They invited me to a 
trade show and I asked them whether they 
had a dealer in Kent and they said no. 

So I said: “Do you want one?” I could see 
there is a movement towards people re-evalu- 
ating their travel generally. I’m not saying 
everyone is going to jump on to two wheels 
straight away, but I think people are starting 
to look again at their lifestyles. It just seemed 
that maybe the time is right. I didn’t want to 
be too late, that is the important thing. I hope 
I’m not too early! 

Q What are the main differences between pedal bikes and 
electric bikes? 

A The great thing about electric bikes is that 
they allow you to choose how much assis¬ 
tance the motor gives you, so there are some 
health and lifestyle benefits as well. You can 
pedal, you can not pedal, or a combination of 
the two. They flatten hills. I have one friend 
who has to commute to his railway station for 
work. He lives in one of the villages outside of 
Canterbury and his ride included a big hill. He 
wanted to cycle because it got over the aspect 
of paying £4 a day to park his car for a two- 


mile run, and it also meant when he got to the 
station he wasn’t all hot and sweaty before he 
had even started the working day. 

The other side of the coin is that electric 
bikes allow access to cycling for those who 
wouldn’t normally be able to cycle. Maybe peo¬ 
ple who are a bit more mature like myself and 
whose knees are shot through playing football 
when I was younger, people maybe who have 
had a chronic illness who want the mobility, 
and perhaps people who just want to choose 
some gentle exercise. 

Q What is the difference between petrol and electric 
scooters? 

A I do a whole range of scooters, and the top 
of the range 62mph ones perform as well as 
a 125cc or a 250cc petrol bike in terms of 
power, but in terms of torque, the pulling that 
gives you the acceleration, they perform way 
better. They are equivalent to maybe a 600cc 
petrol bike. Of course there are no gears to 
worry about so they are very easy to ride, and 
it is fan. There are advantages in that respect. 
But the one big thing people talk about is the 
range. You can’t jump on an electric bike and 
ride to Brighton right now, but the longest 
range we have on the scooters we do is 80 
miles. When people look at their actual jour¬ 
neys they realise they travel that far maybe 
two or three times a year. Electric bikes are 
not going to replace petrol cars, but they are 
part of the answer.

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New figures reveal 
reduction in crime 

POLICE say the latest crime statistics 
for the area have revealed that offences 
have dropped across the board by 13.2 
per cent. 

The figures run from April 2009 to 
March this year. 

The actual number of recorded crimes 
fell from 21,113 to 18,316 which means 
there were 2,797 fewer incidents. 

The number of burglaries at homes 
across South Kent, which includes 
Ashford, Dover and Folkestone went 
down from 893 to 789, a reduction of 104. 
The region’s burglary rate is now the 
lowest in Kent. 

Violent crime went down by 9.8 per 
cent (470 offences) and robbery has gone 
down by 13.4 per cent. 

Chief Superintendent Chris Hogben, 
south Kent area commander said: “My 
officers have taken part in the largest 
ever community engagement operation 
and have spoken personally to thousands 
of local residents to find out about local 
concerns and tackle them direct. This has 
led to South Kent achieving the highest 
increase in public confidence across 
Kent, and something we will build upon. 

“Our Neighbourhood Task Teams in 
each of our three districts have helped to 
reduce anti social behaviour in many 
parts of South Kent and along with 
neighbourhood officers and PCSOs have 
identified and dealt with many of the 
main ring-leaders. 

“Our approach to the night-time econ¬ 
omy has seen high visibility police 
patrols and early intervention to prevent 
disorder and violence in our towns.” 

The area where policing had the least 
impact was on drugs with 620 offences 
down just ten from last year. 


Brave Lana finally gets 
her day with TV chef

A TALENTED young chef who 
has battled through a serious 
heart condition has spent a 
day improving her skills at the 
Chapel Down Vineyard’s 
restaurant in Tenterden. 

Lana Foyle, 13, was runner up in the 
2009 Kent Young Chef of the year com¬ 
petition but had to delay spending a day 
with TV chef Richard Phillips and his 
team because of ill health. 

She is also a keen athlete and has com¬ 
peted at county and national level in a 
variety of sports, including gymnastics 
and the triathlon. 

Lana was born with suspected 
Encephalitis and other complications 
including a hole in the heart and was 
taken ill at a sporting event last year 
when she collapsed complaining of a 
stomach ache. 

The diagnosis showed that the hole in 
her heart which was expected to have 
self-healed by the time she was two, had 
remained and was made worse by the 
levels of exercise she had done. 

Dr Krassemann her surgeon, did not 
believe Lana had been able to compete 
in all of her sports until he saw her 
achievement book with all of the news¬ 
paper cuttings in it.

During the operation in January, 
Lana’s blood flow through the hole in 
her heart was so strong that the normal 
implement used to close it could not be 
put in place and another, stronger style 
catheter was used. 

She was due to spend a day at the 
restaurant in March but is now fully 
recovered from the operation. 

In the final of the cooking competition 
she had prepared Kentish Lamb and 
Pearl Barley Stew from a recipe given to 
her from her grandmother. 

She said. “I spent a lot of time 
researching a traditional Kentish recipe 
online but it was my grandmother who 
gave me the recipe. She is the world’s 
greatest cook... next to Richard 
Phillips.” 

Mr Phillips said. “Lana is a very tal¬ 
ented girl and achieves what she has set 
her heart on, so it is great to know that 
her heart is so much stronger now. Who 
knows, maybe one day she will be a top 
chef or athlete or trainer.” 

Lana’s condition will be monitored 
until adulthood, but Dr Krassemann has 
insisted when she wins an Olympic Gold 
Medal she mentions his name in her 
acceptance speech.

The only complaint from visitors was about 
the traffic congestion, with some reportedly 
taking two hours to get out of the car park, 
while all traffic on leaving the arena was rout¬ 
ed to the M2 roundabout which has several 
sets of traffic lights, causing further delays. 
Why Farming Matters was the theme of the 
event, highlighting the importance of agricul¬ 
ture to the economy.

cattle at her farm in Bossingham. She said:

The Medical Research Council 
conducted a one-year survey in 
Northampton were half of obese 
patients were sent on a commercial 
weight loss programme and the 
other half received GP-led care. 

This involved advice about a 
healthy diet and scheduled weigh- 
ins with a nurse. 

At the end of the year the group 
on the weight-loss scheme had lost 
twice as much (151bs on average) 
compared to the GP-led group (61bs). 

The National Obesity Forum com¬ 
mented that GPs were by definition 
generalists but weight-loss pro¬ 
grammes were consultants in their 
field and buying in services could 
benefit NHS patients and prove 
cost-effective. 

The most important aspect is to 
change people’s mental attitude to 
weight loss. You can’t change what 
is on the outside without changing 
what is on the inside. 

Losing four to five kilograms can 
halve a person’s diabetes risk if 
they are overweight, so even a little 
can be beneficial. 

We know a lot of people are over¬ 
weight and need to lose weight. The 
challenge is how you do it. 

In the NHS we do not have the 
resources for a massive weight 
management programme. But this 
scheme would be cost-effective

Academies widen 
gap between classes 

Kent Green Party believes that the 
current enthusiasm for academy 
schools is misplaced and will lead 
to more control over education by 
Government. 

The move towards academy 
schools in Kent and Medway will 
widen the educational gap between 
rich and poor. There is no intention 
to properly resource schools in 
areas with the greatest needs 
under this scheme. 

Under targeted policies, there 
would be far more assurance that 
lessons meet the needs of the chil¬ 
dren and society and assurance 
that children are not cherry-picked 
to make schools look good. 

Education is a basic right and one 
that must be protected, governed 
properly and accountable, not pri¬ 
vatised and made unaccountable. 

The Government’s claim that 
academies are raising standards is 
not proven. Covert and overt admis¬ 
sions and exclusion practices enable 
academies to skew their intakes in 
favour of those from higher-achiev¬ 
ing backgrounds. Local authorities 
can ‘direct’ maintained schools to 
accept special needs children but 
can only ‘ask’ academies. There is 
also increasing evidence of acade¬ 
mies excluding more children than 


maintained schools. 

Furthermore, academies are not 
covered by general education law 
which means that their students 
and parents have fewer rights than 
those of schools in the maintained 
sector. The sponsoring body of any 
academy has the power to appoint 
the majority of governors. 

Academies have high staff 
turnover rates, and staff in acade¬ 
mies can be prey to discriminatory 
employment practices. Teachers and 
support staff working in academies 
deserve the same protection as 
those working in the maintained 
sector. While Michael Gove as 
Secretary of State for Education is 
slashing the rebuilding of hundreds 
of schools around the country he is 
promising extra money for any 
school that becomes an academy. 
The divisive nature of this high¬ 
lights our concerns about the ten¬ 
dency towards greater social segre¬ 
gation. We are also concerned that 
the government will use the 
October comprehensive spending 
review to put academies and ‘free’ 
schools at the top of the priority list.

Hard lesson for those 
involved with BSF 

Headteachers at 28 Kent secondary 
schools, eight special schools and 
four referral centres were devastat¬ 
ed to learn that plans to rebuild 
their schools under the Building 
Schools for the Future programme 
had been scrapped. 


The vast number of hours spent 
by heads and governors negotiating 
with architects and officials are 
wasted. 

The many hours of planning by 
staff to develop new methods for 
teaching and learning using oppor¬ 
tunities created by purpose- 
designed premises will be con¬ 
signed to the scrapheap. 

Some of the special schools are 
required to admit children with 
complex physical and learning 
needs, but will now find it impossi¬ 
ble to cater for these unless alterna¬ 
tive funding can be found. 

Also spare a thought for KCC offi¬ 
cers who have worked tirelessly 
through the mass of red tape 
imposed on them, to try and ensure 
the best for our schools. 

For the following schools in 
Thanet - Clarendon House 
Grammar, Chatham House 
Grammar, Foreland Special, 
Hartsdown Technology College, 
Hereson, Laleham Gap (Special), 
Northwood Centre, St Anthony's 
(Special), Stone Bay (Special) and 
Ursuline College; and in Gravesend 
- Gravesend Boys and Girls 
Grammars, Meopham, and St 
George’s CofE, along with Portal 
House (Special) in Dover, the shock 
was so much greater. 

For in these schools building 
plans have nearly all been finalised 
and construction due to begin in 
the near future. 

They will now have to compete for 
students with the gleaming new 
premises of those schools who have 
benefited from BSF. 


Hartsdown is not alone in Thanet 
in having poor buildings and now 
little prospect of these being eased. 

Eight newer academies already 
operational or in the planning stage 
whose replacement buildings have 
not begun (at an average cost of 
some 40 per cent more than main¬ 
stream schools), are to have any 
plans reviewed in the summer. 

It would, however, be bizarre if 
many of these were upheld, as new 
academies converting from main¬ 
stream schools join them on an 
equal basis in September with no 
prospect of new buildings. 

This is a sorry end to a project 
that promised so much. However, it 
is important to realise what has 
been achieved. 

KCC leader Cllr Paul Carter has 
taken a personal interest in attract¬ 
ing maximum capital expenditure to 
Kent, which historically had low lev¬ 
els of investment in school buildings. 

His drive and vision means we 
now have new schools worth some 
half a billion pounds, either com¬ 
pleted or in construction. These 
include all other secondary and spe¬ 
cial schools in Gravesham and 
Thanet through BSF (most of 
which are close to completion), nine 
academies, and six secondary 
schools built under separate PFI 
funding. 

Parents in many parts of Kent 
will be aware of other major invest¬ 
ments in new or replacement build¬ 
ings for schools of all types. 

Whatever the future holds, these 
remain and nearly 20 per cent of 
secondary schools will have been 


completely or substantially rebuilt; 
an impressive record of investment 
in the future of our children. 

Whether this dramatic purge was 
necessary in full is for others to pro¬ 
nounce on. I only know it must be 
wrong to put part of the proceeds 
towards the bribe to persuade 
mainstream schools to become 
academies themselves, with anoth¬ 
er portion going to start up free 
schools that will often be set up to 
suit self-interest groups who have 
little interest in the education of 
the majority.

Live with disaster of 
housing benefit cuts 

Brutal cuts in housing benefit, 
announced in the Budget, will put 
more than 200,000 people across 
Britain at risk of homelessness, and 
almost 22,000 in the south east 
alone. 

The National Housing Federation 
has warned that plans to cut hous¬ 
ing benefit by 10 per cent for people 
claiming jobseeker’s allowance for 
12 months or more would lead to 
real terms cuts of up to 50 per cent 
in disposable income for a signifi¬ 
cant proportion of the nation’s 4.7 
million housing benefit claimants. 

In the south east, 21,849 people 
would be put at risk of homeless¬ 
ness, with single, childless claimants 
hardest hit because they would not 
be entitled to any other income sup¬ 
port from the state - other than 
their jobseeker’s allowance cash. 
They would be forced to make up 
the shortfall in their housing benefit 
with a substantial proportion of 
their dole money, which is worth just 
£65.45 a week. 

Even if tenants do manage to pay 
their rent, the extra expense could 
plunge people into poverty and 
severe debt. The change in rules 
would also mean that low income 
groups would effectively be priced 
out of prosperous areas like London 
and the south east - and away from 
jobs. 

The 10 per cent cut would equate 
to a 53 per cent drop in disposable 
income for people claiming the 
maximum £350 a week allowance. 

The federation, which represents 
England’s housing associations, 
fears people will struggle to pay 
their rent and fall into arrears, with 
most of them being evicted and 
ending up homeless. 

As they would be deemed to be ‘at 
fault’ for their eviction, they would 
generally be classed as intentional¬ 
ly homeless and would not be enti¬ 
tled to emergency accommodation 
from the local authority. 

The new rules could also make 
vulnerable people easy prey for 
loan sharks as they struggle to 
make ends meet. 

In essence the proposals mean 
that those who - despite their best 
efforts - have failed to find work 
after 12 months will be pushed out 
of prosperous areas. Not only would 
this increase unemployment, but it 
would add to the concentration of 
social problems in deprived, mar¬ 
ginalised areas.

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Many roles of our motorbike police

NOT everyone is looking forward 
to the long hot days of summer. 

For the Kent Police motorcycle team it 
isn’t the most comfortable time of year, 
dressed in thick, black, biker’s leathers and 
crash helmets. 

But comfort isn’t top of their list of priori¬ 
ties - whereas the safety of the public is, 
which means they have to go out in all 
weathers even if they are baking hot in the 
summer and freezing cold in the 
winter. 

Kent Police has a central motor¬ 
cycle team who are sent to 
whichever part of the county they 
are needed most and motorcyclists 
are based at stations around Kent. 

Police motorcycles are needed 
for many functions from policing 
traffic at major events to attend¬ 
ing road accidents. They are able to get 
through traffic jams quickly to provide 
assistance to those in need. 

They are often used to tackle speeding or 
inconsiderate drivers, having both marked 
and unmarked motorbikes which are fitted 
with video recording equipment which can 
later be used in court. 

The motorcycle team sometimes provides 
VIP escorts to royalty and visiting heads of 
state and if required provide funeral escorts 
to servicemen and women who have died 
serving their country. 

They can also be called on to escort high 
value or abnormal loads. They recently 
escorted lorries carrying turbine blades 
to a wind farm on the Romney Marsh as 
they travelled along the motorway. They 
are also called upon for the fast delivery 


of forensic evidence from crime scenes. 

PC Dave Greenwood, from the central 
motorcycle team, said: “One of our aims is to 
educate the public regarding driving or rid¬ 
ing. If we see a motorist who we think needs 
advising about their driving we will stop 
them and offer them advice. This could pre¬ 
vent an accident in the future. 

“We have an enforcement role which sees 
us stopping speeding drivers. We also deal 
with drivers who are breaking the law in 
other ways, perhaps driving without insur¬ 
ance or driving dangerously.” 

The team works to reduce the num¬ 
ber of people in the county who are 
killed or seriously injured in road 
accidents. It does this by tackling 
speeders, those who are not wearing 
seat belts, careless or dangerous driv¬ 
ers and others who use their mobile 
phones while at the wheel. 

The bikes they use are BMW 
R1200RTPs although the force also 
has Yamaha 450cc Enduro off-road motor¬ 
bikes for which officers are given special 
training to ride. These are used to target off¬ 
road bikers who are breaking the law, other 
off-road vehicles and to search large areas of 
the countryside for missing people. 

PC Greenwood said: ‘We go to areas where 
there have been complaints and stop people 
using off-road vehicles. If they are driving or 
riding illegally we can issue them with a 
warning notice, which means if they are 
caught again we have the power to seize their 
vehicle. We prosecute offenders if they do not 
have valid insurance and are using their 
vehicles on a road or in a public place. We also 
give safety advice.” 

The motorcycle team also runs a project 
called Bikesafe - a one-day training course 
giving motorcyclists advice on safer riding.

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Go wild in the country as you 
forage for food on hotel break

OWNERS of a Kent hotel are 
urging guests to embrace their 
wild side. 

Staff at the acclaimed Wallett’s Court Hotel, 
in St Margarets-at-Cliffe, near Dover, have 
launched a new Hunter and Forager experi¬ 
ence for those who want to delve deeper into 
the countryside. 

The trips will enable guests the chance to get 
an authentic taste of just what is on offer in 
the surrounding area. 

Run by experts Gavin Oakley and Peter 
Kelly, two men with a background in rural 
pursuits, the experience combines two aspects 
of rural life with an interesting day out. 

Typically, guests stay in one of the two well- 
equipped outdoor teepees and are woken by 
the guides early for a day to remember. 

At dawn the pair lead small parties into the 
countryside near Dover to track down and 
hunt game such as rabbits and pigeons. 

Peter, who has represented his country at 
shooting, said: “It’s a very interesting experi¬ 
ence for guests. We teach them how to use the 
guns before actually hunting for food.” 

Once a few specimens have been bagged 
with a 12-bore shotgun, they are taken back to 
the hotel, where you can learn how to cook and 
prepare the food. 

The head chef at Wallett’s Court, Ryan 
Tasker, leads the demonstrations, which in¬ 
clude plucking birds and skinning rabbits, 
before cooking up dishes such as ballotine of 
rabbit with summer white-truffle emulsion. 

After lunch and drinks, Gavin takes over 
and leads out parties to forage for food. 

The range of what is available soon becomes 
clear as the walk winds its way from the hotel, 
heading into the South Foreland valley across 
the stunning coastline, before finishing down 
in St Margaret’s Bay, where more foraging 
takes place in the rock-pools. 

Guests will gather fare such as wild fennel, 
crab apples, wild cabbage, horseradish, sea let¬ 
tuce, sea beet and sea purslane along the way. 

Gavin said: “The food that is available free, 
growing naturally, is often overlooked. It’s sur¬ 
prising what you can find to eat right under 
your noses. The countryside around St 
Margaret’s is full of delicious produce. 



“For me it’s really enjoyable to show people 
just what is here. Growing up in the area, I 
have learned just what can be foraged and 
eaten.” 

As with the hunting part of the day, the food 
that has been collected is then taken back to 
Wallett’s Court for a foragers’ supper, with 
dishes such as sea bream with an olive and 
caper sauce and crushed new potatoes with 
spinach and wild fennel foam with sea lettuce. 

Gavin said: “Seeing some of the ingredients 
that you have brought back land on the table 
in front of you is very satisfying. It really 
brings home just how much we can gather 
from the land around us. 

‘We hope these trips will take off. Everyone 
is welcome to book. We have led some success¬ 
ful test excursions to see if people enjoyed it 
and the results have been really positive.”

Gap between wages 
and house prices stays 

THERE will continue to be a gap 
between rising house prices and the 
average wage, according to a recent 
study. 

According to James Davis, chief execu¬ 
tive officer of Upad.co.uk, it is getting 
more and more unaffordable to get on to 
the property ladder, as potential home 
buyers need large deposits. 

In addition, many of the young first¬ 
time buyers out there have already grad¬ 
uated from university with debt of 
around £20,000, reducing their income 
further still. 

“If you put all those bits together, rent¬ 
ing is an increasingly preferred form of 
tenure rather than going into the hous¬ 
ing market,” Mr Davis explained. 

All of this means that there is now less 
of a taboo surrounding renting than 
there has been which, combined with a 
lack of adequate rental stock, means 
good news for buy-to-let investors, he 
concluded. 

Almost two-thirds of people living in 
privately rented accommodation believe 
they are unlikely to buy their own home 
in the next five years, according to mort¬ 
gage lender Kensington. 

More choice as supply 
overtakes demand 

HOUSE prices rose by three per cent in 
the first quarter of 2010, according to the 
latest figures. 

Mortgage lender Halifax claims that 
the average cost of a UK home now 
stands at £170,111. 

However, this represents a “period of 
broad stability’ for the month of June, 
which saw a seasonally-adjusted rise of 
0.1 per cent in the house prices, the 
financial group claims. 

Reacting to the news, the Royal 
Institution of Chartered Surveyors said 
that the figures back up existing evi¬ 
dence that supply is beginning to out¬ 
strip demand in the UK property mar¬ 
ket. 

Chief economist Simon Rubinsohn 
explained: “It is no bad thing the price 
picture appears to be stabilising. 

“The more important issue for the 
market is whether this is accompanied 
by a pick-up in transaction activity.” 

All this means that, at the moment, 
consumers have more choice when buy¬ 
ing a property, which Mr Rubinsohn 
believes is good news for the market.

Lending cap sparks fear 
for those starting out 


SPECULATION that the Bank of 
England could introduce mortgage 
caps restricting how much people 
could borrow has put the spotlight 
on the plight of first-time buyers. 

Some commentators pointed to new figures 
showing how few mortgages are available to 
those with a small deposit as evidence of 
lenders being more sensible. 

There are fewer than 20 mortgage deals 
allowing people to borrow 95 per cent of their 
property’s value (LTV), compared with some 
1,000 three years ago. 

George Osborne, the chancellor, has said the 
Bank is to be handed sweeping powers to curb 
City excesses and prevent another financial 
crisis.

It was widely reported this would include 
the power to restrict lending, potentially 
allowing the Bank to block consumers from 
borrowing too much. 

This could, it was suggested, include restric¬ 
tions on LTV ratios, so that people might be 
prevented from taking out a home loan for 
more than, say, 75 per cent of the property’s 
value. 

But any move to introduce a cap on lending 
in the mortgage market would be disastrous 
for the millions of borrowers who don’t have a 
25 per cent deposit, according to Hannah- 
Mercedes Skenfield at Moneysupermarket. 
com. 

Based on mortgage searches made via the 


website, up to 40 per cent of people looking for 
a home loan have a deposit of less than 25 per 
cent. 

Meanwhile, it is estimated that about 2.5m 
outstanding mortgages - approximately a 
quarter of the total - are for more than 75 per 
cent of the property’s value. 

“Our concern is that a blanket LTV restric¬ 
tion will freeze the housing market for years,” 
said Ms Skenfield. “Although LTV is a factor 
when making lending decisions, it is more 
important to factor in affordability and judge 
each application on its own merits. 

“For many young people looking to get a foot 
on the first rung of the housing ladder, a 
deposit of perhaps £25,000 is unthinkable, 
especially for those saddled with student debt, 
yet in many cases their mortgage repayments 
would be similar to the rent they are paying.”

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Town end ground-share 
agreement with Stones

ASHFORD Town have termi¬ 
nated their ground-share agree¬ 
ment with Ryman Premier 
League side Maidstone United, 
according to club chairman Don 
Crosbie. 

Maidstone United had agreed to a 
three-year deal to play their home games 
at Ashford Town’s Homelands ground this 
time last season, but an alleged infringe¬ 
ment regarding the use of a commercial 
television company at the ground has 
brought about a premature end to the 
arrangement. 

Ashford issued a release earlier this 
month saying the ground-share agree¬ 
ment was unlikely to continue this season 
due to a serious breach in the arrange¬ 
ment. Maidstone issued an immediate 
response denying any wrong doing and 
Stones chairman Paul Bowden-Brown 
said he was unaware of any violation of 
the agreement. 

However, Crosbie’s latest statement 
says the agreement between the two 
clubs has now been “terminated with 
immediate effect”, effectively leaving the 
Stones homeless with just four-and-a-half 
weeks before the start of the season. 


The statement read: “The background 
to this matter is subject to legal proceed¬ 
ings and therefore Ashford Town Football 
Club cannot comment in detail at this 
stage, save as to say it is due to infringe¬ 
ments regarding the illegal showing of 
the commercial satellite television with¬ 
out the necessary licences for the past 
year at the Homelands Stadium. 

“Maidstone United Football Club had 
entered into an agreement for the instal¬ 
lation and broadcasting of commercial 
satellite television which appears to have 
happened illegally as no satellite viewing 
licence has been obtained by MUFC from 
Sky. The commercial satellite television 
company concerned contacted Don 
Crosbie, Ashford Town’s chairman and 
steps have been taken to prevent further 
infringements of the same kind from 
occurring to safeguard the club and its 
supporters. We understand the penalty 
for infringement is a fine of up to £5,000 
per occurrence.” 

Crosbie added: “I am personally disap¬ 
pointed by the situation which has left me 
and the club with no option. I am sad¬ 
dened that we have been forced to take 
such a stance.” 

The Town chairman also confirmed 
Ashford remain suspended from all foot¬ 
ball by the Football Association due to 
£2,000 of unpaid loan fees owed to 
Ebbsfleet United. The sanctions were 
issued last month and Crosbie said earlier 
this month he hopes to pay the debts to lift 
the ban in time for the start of the season.

Youngsters' success

ASHFORD Athletic Club enjoyed a successful 
home meeting in the Kent Young Athletes 
League at the Julie Rose Stadium. 

Ashford fielded a squad of 46 athletes from the 
track and field meeting which belonged to 
Kayleigh Miller-Leslie, who won three titles. 

The under-15 athlete won the 300-metres, 80m 
hurdles and claimed the top honours in the long 
jump. Kirsten Hooten added a win in the javelin 
with a throw of23.75m and finished second in the 
shot with 8.36m and the discus with 19.85m. 

Hester Hill picked up valuable points with sec¬ 
ond place in the 800m, but Ashford’s girls were 
denied the meeting victoiy by Tonbridge and had 
to settle with second place. Ashford are third in 
the overall standings after three meetings. 

Elsewhere, Ashford AC sprinter Hadley 
Pressley won the East Kent Street Athletics 
Championship for the third time. The 19-year-old 
will go forward to the National Street Athletics 
Final on September 11. He finished joint seventh 
in the 100m at last year’s event. 


TIM Reeves closed the gap in the World 
Sidecar Championship title race after fin¬ 
ishing second at the German round of the 
series on Sunday. 

The Tenterden-bom rider has endured a 
mixed season so far which has been domi¬ 
nated by mechanical issues, but a strong 
performance at the Sachsenring Circuit has 
moved him within 20 points of the champi¬ 
onship lead. 

The weekend started with Reeves and 
passenger Gregory Cluze struggling to recti¬ 
fy technical problems on the bike, but the 
pair fixed the issues just in time for 
Saturday’s qualifying session. The 38-year- 
old produced one of his best results of the 
season by earning pole position, two tenths 


of a second faster than the British pair of 
Tom and Ben Birchall. Championship lead¬ 
ers Pekka Paivarinta and Adolf Hanni were 
back in fourth. 

Reeves was unable to hold on to the lead 
into the first comer as German rider Kurt 
Hock stormed to the front of the pack from 
the second row of the grid. Hock quickly 
established a comfortable lead and Reeves 
soon had his mirrors full of a hard-charging 
Paivarinta. 

The three-time world champion was forced 
to defend for the remainder of the race and 
managed to successfully hold on to second 
spot at the chequered flag. 

Reeves returns to action on August 15 for 
the sixth round of the championship at 
Scotland’s Knockhill circuit. Depending on 
results, a win could be enough to see him 
take the championship lead.

Lisa^ back on track 
for Euros after injury 

BATTLING back from injuries seems to be 
built into Lisa Dobriskey’s DNAas she 
looks set to shrug off a problem and peak at 
a major championships for the second suc¬ 
cessive year. 

The 27-year-old has been plagued by 
injuries and niggles early in the last two 
seasons, but she again appears to be hit¬ 
ting top form just in time for this month’s 
European Championships. 

The Ashford-born 1500-metre runner 
admitted she was concerned a niggling 
back injury would hamper her chances of 
being included in the Great Britain squad 
for the European Championships in 
Barcelona. 

Despite finishing third in the UK 
Championships and European Trials last 
month, she was selected in the squad earli¬ 
er this month. On Friday she underlined 
her selection and confirmed her return to 
form by finishing fourth in a world-class 
field in the Diamond league meeting in 
Paris. She posted a season best time of 
3.59.79 seconds, but was beaten by Russian 
Anna Alminova. 

With this month’s European 
Championships a chance to underline her 
reputation as one of the world’s best 1500m 
runners, she feels ready to put aside her 
injury scares and take on Europe’s best. 

“My times are starting to come together 
now so it is looking good that I will peak at 
the right time,” she said. It has been simi¬ 
lar to last season but it is quite a different 
injury compared to last year. It’s really 
been a niggle in my lower back which I 
have had to have a couple of injections for 
it and a bit of physio work. It hasn’t 
stopped me running like the injury I had 
last year, which put me out for two weeks. 

“I was a little bit behind this year but 
after the confidence gained from battling 
against injury last year I always felt I 
would be okay. I was a little worried that I 
wouldn’t make the team but after the per¬ 
formances of last year I was in a much 
stronger position, which has helped me.” 

This week she heads to a holding camp in 
Portugal before she begins her tilt for the 
European gold medal on July 29.
